He 
runs an outfit known as the "Vindicators", antiseraetic, anti-slien, and 
probably fascist. He runs a paper-tbe organizations- called the "Vindicator", 
in which these things are clearly shown and in whieh letters from other 
American fascists have been printed. The eopiesof this paper 1 have 
seen do not lend themselves to "sensational" photographs. Reynolds himself 
made a trip to Europe and came hack with glowing words of praise for Hitler. 
There is sane thing available here on his trip, but I haven’t laid my hands 
on it yet. The NYTiaes carried an interview with Reynolds when he landed, and 
I believe a photo of that interview might eoneeiveably satisfy your needs.
